Old Mother Nature, incensed 
at the invasion of her

recently by Sputnik and Mutt-

attributed by the weather bu­ 
reau to 
an 
aurora 
startled

Bucks with its intensity shortly 
after 8 o’clock last night. 
The 
aurora 
borealis, 
or 
northern lights, is caused by a 
tierce electrical storm in 
the 
upper 
atmosphere 
which

com es visible as streaking col­ 
ored lights.

most lucent ever seen in 
the 
area. A similar 
light 
streak, 
but not nearly as bright,

5.
